Shortly after 6 o'clock the steamer 


Longfellow pulled away from the 
wharf at the foot of Main street and 
started on her Voyage to New Orleans. 
The boat was slated to leave at 5 
o'clock Wednesday evening. She was 
held after that time to allow additional 
freight to be loaded. A heavy fog 
came up and it was decided to wait un- 
til the fog lifted, as it a dangerous 
undertaking to run the bridges in 
heavy weather. In fact, the pilots al- 
ways breathe relief after they have 
passed the bridges when the atmos- 
phere is clear. 
. 
At 0 o'clock, the fog havmg risen 


sufficiently, Capt. John Kirker decided 
to start. The towboat Hercules Car- 
roll, which was alongside all night, 
was signaled to be in readiness to help 
the Longfellow through the bridges. 
About 6:30 the boats started. Owing 
to her length, it took some little time 
for the Longfellow to turn and getner 
head down stream. At a few minutes 
before 7 the boat was in a position to 
move down stream. 
The Carroll was on the left or port 


Bide of the Longfellow. The boats 
passed under the suspension bridge m 
eood shape. Immediately after this, 
iowever, she began behaving badly. 
A cross current seemed to strike, and 
ewung her bow around toward the 
Kentucky shore. 
Efforts were made to right her so 


that she wonld pass between the piers 
of the Chesapeake & Ohio railroad 
bridge, forming the span on the Ken- 
tucky side. The swift current of the 
river carried her along rapidly. Those 
on the boat could see that it would be 
impossible to avoid striking the pier. 
The alarm was sounded immediately, 
and the passengers, some of whom 
were at breakfast, while others were 
still in their barths, were hurried to 
the deck. 
While some of the passengers were 


still in their cabins, the crash came. 
The boat struck the pier with her star- 
board, or right side, just behind the 
boilers The crash was an awful one, 
and ior a brief space the air was filled 
with Hying timbers, glass and iron 
* Those on board the boat, many of 
whom were in their night clothes, 
were hurried to the Carroll, which was 
still alongside. Consternation reigned. 
There were piercing cries and terrible 
veils 
Women fainted. The frenzied 


passengers hurried around in search of 
friends and relatives the moment they 
touched the deck of the Carroll. 


In the meantime, the immense Long- 


fellow was being driven harder against 
the pier by the swift river.

Notwithstanding the Rate of Exchange 


Rues to and Even Above tbe Ship- 


ping Point—The Outlook 


Fairly Promising. 


NEW YORK, March 9. -E. G. Dun & 


Co.'s weekly review of trade, issued to- 
day, says: 


Co ngressional

woof that though the rate of ex- 
change rises to and even above the 
shipping point, gold does not go out, 
tiave produced a much better feeling. 
Prices do not improve, and there is on 
the whole no fraiu, but some loss in 
wages, while strikes of 15,000 coal 
miners near Pittsburgh, and several 
thousand building workers here, be- 
sides strikes in ten or twelve textile 
and iron 
establishments, 
further 


lessen purchasing power for the time. 
Bat anticipation of improved demand 
for goods is general and many are 
making and buying beyond present 
needs on the strength of it. Fears of 
financial disorders no longer retard, 
though the redemption of notes has 
averaged 
321,000 per day for the 


month, but the fact that only $302.704 
gold has been exported since February 
2, against 826,5 i2,93(i in January, 
strengthens the impression that fur- 
ther exports will somehow be pre- 
vented. 


The state of foreign trade is not re- 


assuring, for while exports decreased 
$500,000 here and but 84,100,000 at all 
points in January, they have decreased 
about $3,100,000 here in February, and 
the season has come for a further de- 
crease. But imports increased 815,- 
600,000 at all points in January—about 
(9,600,000 at New York—but have in- 
creased at New York about $8,91)0,000 
in February. The increase for the 
year thus far here has been 18.5 per 
cent., notwithstanding a decrease of 
92,340,000 in sugar, dry goods showing 
an increase of 89 per cent, and other 
imports, except sugar, 12.5 per cent. 


As the excess of exports last year 


was small in March, and every other 
month until October, the changes 
threaten to create a large balance to 
be met by exports of specie or securi- 
ties; but foreign sales of American se- 
curities still exceed purchases, for the 
week perhaps 10,000 shares. 


To this in part it is due that rail- 


way stocks, in spite of the better feel- 
ing, have been weak, and average 75 
cents per share lowe? than a week 
ago, though trusts, which are very lit- 
tle held abroad, are 81.13 higher. The 
Baltimore & Ohio has been especially 
weak, and coal roads, owing to de- 
moralization in that trade and the 
beginning of a war between carriers. 
The suit for foreclosure of Beading 
makes it a more dangerous rival to 
roads having interest to pay. Earn- 
ings have decidedly improved since the 
storms, and while 7.7 per cent, less 
than last year in the second week of 
February, were 7.5 per cent, larger in 
the fourth. All returns for the month 
are Ji per cent, larger than last year 
as in January. 


Cotton has risen one quarter from 


the lowest point on record, though re- 
ceipts have been 101,629 bales, against 
53,452 bales last year, for the week. 
The rise is due to the belief that acre- 
age will be reduced this year; but 
stocks in sight are no large as to make 
a sustained advance difficult. 


Wheat ha» risen three-eighths of a 


cent because of rumored injury to 
growing grain in some states. Re- 
ceipts for the week are nearly as large 
as last year, bat in February 4,910,416 
bushels, against 7,075,909 last year, 
with Atlantic exports 2,983. H70r against 
3,120,260 last year. Stocks in, siftht are 
enormous and western accounts make 
tbe stock of wheat in fanners' lands 
veiy large.

Pork, lard and hogs ace a shade 


higher and beef has advanced to the 
highest point since July.

Common bar is a shade-stronger at 
Pittsburgh, and finished products.are 
lass shaded at Philadelphia, whila at 
Chicago a better demand is seen in 
moil branches.

moderate in others, while continued 
and numerous cancellation of low 
grades and medium goods, give makers 
much embarrassment. But »ales 
wool have been 4,858,300 pounds, al- 
most half foreign, teainst 5,150,300 
last rear, only a quarter foreign. 


The market for boots, uaA shoes i» 


«tiU unsatisfactory, most Jobbers hold- 
ing that it is not possible to sell at an 
advance, and the slack demand far 
grades in which no advance is Hiked 
tupports them. 


Exchanges through clearinghouses 


are 7.9 per cent, larger than last year, 
but 32.6 per cent smaller than in 1893, 
which for the first week of a month 
shows little gain. Money markets 
tiave hardened somewhat and rather 
more commercial paper is offered, espe- 
cially in'dry goods. 


Liabilities of failures in February 


amount to 817,250,122, against 817,895,-

It comprises 1,237 acres of land in Ma- 
con and Kankakee counties, and per- 
sonal property valued at »30,000. The 
executors of the will are John Rogers, 
the sonrcharles G. Powers, of Deeatur, 
and Attorney H. D. Spencer, of Bloom- 
ington, sons-in-law. 


THE BEQUESTS. 


The first bequest is to his daughter 


Jeanette Rogers, who is to receive 400 
acres of farm land in Long Creek town- 
ship. 


Mrs. May Rogers, of Bloomington, is 


given 330 acres of land in two separate 
farms near Maroa. 


John Rogers is given 247 acres in 


Austin township and 160 acres in Illini 
township, total 407. 


Mrs. Effie Powers is given 160 acres in 


Kankakee county, said to be worth 
t9,000, and the testator states that if 
Mrs. Powers does not want this piece of 
property it shall be sold and to the pro- 
ceeds shall be added the loan and build- 
ing stock he owned and valued at $2,200, 
to these two sums shall be added from 
the personal estate sufficient to make a 
total of $26,000. 


To Mrs. Rogers, the widow, the tes- 


tator bequeaths the balance of his per- 
sonal property, the home place on West 
Decatur street, the house adjoining it 
on the east, and a house and lot on 
Jefferson street. 
He likewise decreed 


that some real estate he owned in Chi- 
cago should be sold and the returns in- 
vested for the benefit of his wife. If the 
widow wishes to sell the home place the 
executors are empowered to observe her 
wishes. 


All of the property is given with the 


reserve that in case any one of the ben- 
eficiaries die without issue their share 
shall .be equally divided among the sur- 
viving children of the testator or the 
heirs of those children. It is specifically 
stated, too, that the beneficiaries are not 
to sell the land, but to have only a life 
interest in the same, and that the prop- 
erty shall go to their childrea. In case 
Mrs. Effie Powers elects to take $26,000 
in cash as her share of the estate, her 
husband, Charles G. Powers, is named 
as trustee of the fund, which is to be 
kept intact for her use during her life- 
time, and to go to her children at the 
time of her death. 


At 8:30 o'clock last evening fire broke

The road upon which he waa 
formerly employed will place no obstacle 
in his way. His own record will be hi» 
recommendation or condemnation. 


Chance for a State normal. 


It is suggested that Decatur should 


make a strong effort to secure the loca- 
tion of the new State Normal University 
at this point, a city of exceptional a'l- 
vantages for such an institution, cen- 
trally located with admirable railway 
facilities, confessedly the moat easily 
accessible city in the state, none ez- 
cepted.

Hayward Found Guilty of Murder 


In the First Decree. 


SEITEICETOBEPROROUSCEDKffiDAY 


The Priiontr *• Scrupulously Neat and 


aa Cool and Confident as Ever— 


Dr. Hayward Comment* on the 


Line of Defenie. 


HIKITEAPOLIR, Minn., March 9—On 


the mgbt of December 8 last Catherine 
Gin? WB§ murdered fey Glaus A. Blixt 
at the instigation of Harry T. Hay- 
ward, who at the moment the murder 
was com tnitted was occupying a seat 
at the Grand opera house. Yesterday 
the jury, after it had settled down to 
rest after dinner, took one ballot and 
found htm guilty of murder in the 
first degree. Two hours later it filed 
into court and the verdict was read. 
The jury retired at 11 o'clock, after 
Ibttemof; to Attorney Erwrin's closing 
remarks and the judge's charge. At 
8:10 it rsported an agreement, and at 
9:80 the rerdict was rendered. 


When Hayward appeared he was as 


faultle*nly dressed us usual and ap- 
parently as cool as ever, but he was 
aomewhat out of humor, for he threw 
bis hat down on the attorney's table 
with force enough to split it. His at- 
torneys aautiontd him not to axhibit 
any temper, and he subsided. 


The verdict presented, every eye 


was turned to Hayward as the clerk 
started '•o read the paper. There was 
nothing In his face to indicate that he 
had hea rd a word of it. He threw his 
head back as the word "Guilty" was 
pronounced, but it was only to adjust 
his collar band. He did not change 
color by a single shade. Then looking 
around ut tha crowd he raised his eye 
brows inquiringly. 


During the polling of the jury he 


listened to the answers, but the ex- 
pression in his face was one of indig- 
nation father than any other senti- 
ment. In obedience to the instruc- 
tions <tf' County Attorney Nye, who 
was absent on account ol sickness,- A. 
H. Hall, assistant attorney, moved for 
immediate sentence, but the court de- 
cided not to pronounce sentence until 
Monday 
Uayward was then taken 


back to jail under guard of a heavy 
force of officers, lie grinned at the 
mob and appeared to be interested in 
its noisy demonstrations. 


"Good-by, Harry, old boy, you're a 


dead dm k," yelled one of the crow d as 
flay war 1 was being escorted back to 
jail. 


"Not yet," answered Hayward, in a 


firm voice, as he proceeded on his way 
to his cell. 


The jury was very loath to talk at 


all about anything, but it was ulti- 
mately learned from one of the mem- 
bers that a vote was not taken until 
about a half honr after the dinner had 
been put out of the way. A ballot was 
then taken. It was the first one, and 
it was the final one. 


W. W. Hayward learned the news of 


his son's conviction from an extra pa- 
per purchased from a newsboy Dr. 
T. T. Kayward, a brother of Harry, 
spoke as follows about the verdict 


"1 hare told my father all along that 


nothing but a verdict of guilty could 
be expe< ted from the line of defense 
which his been pursued. But the old 
man doesn't believe now that Harry 
ever did the thing. I fought agam&t 
the adoption of this line of defense all 
along. Harry's condition of mind is 
not right on moral questions 
Call it 


insanity if you will 
His mind was 


disordered on the subject 
He could 


not distinguish between right and 
wrong. 


"Father would not admit that his 


eon could do such a thing even if he 
was inssi ne, and therefore he insisted 
on this line of defense."

HENDERSON'S FIGURES.

by the Fait «»• Congresses. 


WASHTSSTON, March 9.—Representa- 


tive W. B. Henderson, of Iowa, th» 
ranking republican member of the 
house committee on appropiations 
has prepared an elaborate review of 
the appropriations for the past five 
congresses, and summarizes the appro- 
priations as follows. 


Forty-ninth congress, (746,348,491.51. 
Fiftieth congress, 8817,963,859.80 
Fifty-first congress, 8988,417,183.84. 
Fifty-second congress, 81,027,104,- 


847.92. 


Fifty-third congress, 8990,338,69104. 
"It will thus be seen." says Mr. Hen- 


derson, '.that thus far we have had 
but one 'billion dollar congress,' name- 
ly, the fifty-second. The fifty-first 
congress came so near to that figure 
that the present chairman of the com- 
mittee on appropriations, Hon. Joseph 
D. Sayers, was pleased to call it "the 
billion dollar congress," notwithstand- 
ing the well-known fact that the fifty- 
first congress appropriated 870,154,846 
more than its predecessor, the fif- 
tieth 
congress, 
for 
pensions 
to 


the 
Union 
soldiers, 
and not- 


withstanding 
the 
further 
fact 


that 
its 
predecessor, 
the fiftieth 


congress, made deficiencies amounting 
to $38.017,448.96, which the -fifty-first 
congress had to provide for It now 
transpires that my honorable friend, 
Mr. Sayers, has seen his bills go to the 
president carrying 81,921,507.70 more 
than was carried by the appropriation 
bills of the fifty-first congress, and 
that, too, in the face of the straitened 
condition of the treasury, which acted 
as a restraint upon all the appropria- 
tion committees. 


"I do not present these facts with a 


view of criticizing the work of the 
congress just expired touching appro- 
priations, but to show how far honora- 
ble men will go in trying to mislead 
the people and to build up their own 
party by unjust criticism at the ex- 
pense of others 


"In estimating the work of the fifty- 


third congress in respect to appropria- 
tions, it is entirely proper to add to 
the total appropriations the author- 
ized contracts (for they are a mortgage 
upon the future), and when these are 
considered, 
amounting, 
as 
above 


stated, to 831,686,764, they bring the 
grand total of the fifty-third congress 
up to 81,012,025,455.04. 


"If the pension work had been kept 


up since March 4, 1693, by this admin- 
istration as it had been previously 
done by President Harrison, the ap- 
propriations would have amounted to 
81,032,331,015 04, or the heaviest appro- 
priations ever made by the Amer lean 
congress " 


Referring to the 8r>,000,000 appro- 


priated for the sugar bounty, Mr. 
Henderson asks: "Why was it made?" 
He answers the question by saying 
that the democratic party made the 
law that cut off this bounty to protect 
the sugar industries of the country at 
the same time that they removed pro- 
tection from our laboring men and our 
farmers and every great American in- 
dustry. 


"This congress," he continued, "has 


thought proper to pay this vast bounty 
to a southern interest that has suf- 
fered, while giving no remedy to 
others who have suffered from the 
provisions of the cruel tariff which 
congress has enacted." 


Mr. Henderson shows that if to the 


amount given as the appropriation by 
the fifty-third congress of 8990,838,- 
691.04 there be added the annual inter- 
est charges on the loan recently nego- 
tiated by the government, the appro- 
priations of the last congress would 
aggregate 8993,831,291.04 
He declares 


that deficiencies will be foru 1 upon 
the next congress of £2,500 000 or the 
United States court, and ¥500,0 0 more 
for the government printing ofhce.
